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Council Approves Budget, 


At its June 3 regular meeting, 
the Greenbelt City Council ap- 
proved the budget for Fiscal Year 
2020 incorporating the changes 
identified by council at the May 
28 final budget worksession. 
Council also debated whether to 
authorize spending up to $3,150 
for a consultant to conduct a 
review of the city manager. After 
some discussion, it also increased 
the size of the city Ethics Com- 
mission to five members. Sev- 
eral other actions on the consent 
agenda were approved without 
discussion. 

Budget 

The main changes to the bud- 
get as proposed by City Manager 
Nicole Ard include recording 
changes to budget estimates such 
as the cost of health insurance 
and motor vehicle fuel. In addi- 
tion, council added $5,000 for 
training for Community Devel- 
opment staff, approved a $1,000 
increase to funding for bicycle 
racks, changed the funding for 


contribution groups and selected 
city boards and committees. In 
addition, council added $78,500 
to the Friends of Greenbelt The- 
atre, as specified in their agree- 
ment with the city, to cover es- 
timated losses while the theater 
is closed for four months for the 
installation of a new roof and a 
new heating, ventilating and air 
conditioning system. 

With the 1.5 cent increase in 
the city’s property tax rate pro- 
posed by Ard and unchanged by 
council, the $31.2 million budget 
now has a surplus of $34,500. 
This increase is over and above 
the increased revenue generated 
by the current tax rate due to 
higher residential assessments. 
Council also added several major 
property improvements to the 
budget proposal to be funded 
through the Building Capital Re- 
serve Fund, including a $5,000 
renovation of the kitchen in the

Two hundred Art 1 students 
are piecing together a new tile 
mosaic in which a young African 
American woman, wearing a 
graduation cap and robe, carries 
the world in her hands. The mu- 
ral, with a shimmering backdrop 
of night sky against a bank of 
whimsical clouds representing 
thoughts and dreams, will be 
installed over the summer on the 
brick wall of one of the main 
hallways of Eleanor Roosevelt 
High School. The project was led 
by visual arts instructor Christine 
Wilkin and Artist-in-Residence 
David Silva and funded by a 
grant from Prince George’s Arts 
and Humanities Council. 

Students submitted propos- 


als for the design in response to 
the Eleanor Roosevelt quotation: 
“The future belongs to those who 
believe in the beauty of their 
dreams.” A focus group, includ- 
ing students Daisy Bright-Chi, 
Abigail Jorgenson and Kelly Han, 
discerned a common theme from 
the proposals. 

The mosaic is the final proj- 
ect of the school year for Art 1 
students. “This is a fun way to 
do a final with everyone working 
together to finish the mosaic,” 
stated Wilkin. “A collaborative 
project is more real world [expe- 
rience] for artists than a standard- 
ized test.” 

Elroy Jacobs, a rising senior, 
worked on the cloud background. 
To Jacobs, working on the mo-

The power scammers, those 
door-to-door salespersons offer- 
ing a deal on alternative sources 
of energy, are back. Here is how 
not to get your power slammed. 

1. Warn them off. Put a sign 
on your service side or front door 
saying “No Door to Door Calls.” 

2. In case they ignore that, 
tell them to their faces and close 
the door. 

3. If they claim to be work- 
ing for Pepco, ask them for their 
contractor ID (this is always on 
the truck of a real Pepco contrac- 
tor as I know from experience) 
and close the door if they don’t 
have it. 

4. Never let them in. 

5. Never give them your bill 
or account number. 

If they tell you that all your 
neighbors are doing it, that’s a 
lie. Posts on the Greenbelters 
Facebook group show that, not 
only are your neighbors doing 
the above, they are also calling 
the police. One post said the 
visitor lied, saying that Lakeside 
North management okayed their 
visit. The person who posted that 
called the police.

Talk to your neighbors. Make 
sure everybody knows what’s 
going on. Send a delegation or 
write a letter to apartment man- 
agement and tell them what’s 
going on. They may want to post 
on the front door of the building, 
since this situation carries other 
risks besides fraud; one company 
has been reported on the Internet 
as basically holding residents 
hostage and subjecting them to 
racist abuse once they got in the 
door. 

If you get a phone call of this 
type, remember, Pepco/Excelon 
will never call you about your 
account. Be pre-emptive. Put all 
your friends, relatives, and busi- 
nesses in your contacts list. All 
other phone calls should be al- 
lowed to go to voice mail. Most 
scammers will not leave voice 
mail; it wastes their time. 

Let’s be careful out there.

I found on my 
Wi-Fi call with the representative 
that I had much better reception 
throughout the house and our call 
didn’t drop, as calls often did in 
the past. So, I would suggest try- 
ing the Wi-Fi route first to see if 
it works for you. If it does, you 
will get improved service in your 
home quicker than going the in- 
ternal service extender route and 
without having another piece of

Council Talks Police Matters, 


Dog Waste, Charging Stations 


At its regular meeting on May 
28, Council found itself divided 
on the Three Stooges. All found 
them funny, but Councilmembers 
Silke Pope, Edward Putens and 
Judith Davis were not big fans, 
while Mayor Emmett Jordan likes 
them and Councilmember Colin 
Byrd found them heartwarm- 
ing. This polarization emerged 
as council discussed a request 
from James William Thompson 
who sponsored a showing of 
the Three Stooges movie, You 
Nazty Spy, at the Old Greenbelt 
Theatre. Thompson wanted the 
city to request that the Librar- 
ian of Congress add the movie 
to the National Film Registry of 
the Library of Congress for its 
telling satire on the rise of Nazi 
Germany. Council congratulated 
Thompson on his generosity in 
treating the community to the 
movie and voted 4 to 3 to send 
a letter — commenting that the 
deep divisions of this time made 
the movie all the more relevant 
and comparable. Davis and Pope 
noted their opposition was not 
because they thought the film 
undeserving but because they felt 
it was for individual Greenbelters 
to write, rather than council. 

Police Matters 

In response to a question from 
William Orleans, City Manager 
Nicole Ard noted that money al- 
located but unused in last year's 
budget for officer training in 
cultural sensitivity would be used 
for that purpose this year. This 
was confirmed by Lieutenant 
Timothy White of the Green- 
belt police who also described 
the new communications equip- 
ment for which money is set 
aside. The new equipment is part 
of a state initiative to improve 
emergency service communica- 
tion and, with the exception of 
New Carrollton, is already in 
use throughout Prince George’s 
County in communities where 
the county handles dispatching 
of police. The new and old 
systems will be used in paral- 
lel for approximately a year, 
with an anticipated kick-off this 
coming January. The city has 
successfully negotiated discounts 
with vendors to reduce the cost 
significantly and has also used 
money from last year’s budget to 
offset expenses that would have 
been in the 2020 budget. Fees 
are a one-time expense. Byrd 
congratulated the police depart- 
ment on its successful approach 
to containing cost. 

With White at the podium, 
Councilmember Rodney Rob- 
erts took the opportunity to note 
that he had received a complaint 
about recent behavior at Buddy 
Attick Park. A resident com-

plained to him that a large group 
of people with a generator and 
four large light poles were having 
a party in the park late one eve- 
ning recently and there seemed to 
be significant alcohol use. White 
responded that the police depart- 
ment had also heard the concerns 
and was planning increased pa- 
trols. Other councilmembers re- 
ported that partying was making 
a comeback in local parks and 
Putens noted that Schrom Hills 
Park had also recently played 
host to a party that seemed to 
feature smokable products — he 
was a little coy about naming 
them (to the amusement of his 
colleagues). He observed that 
there seems to be an approxi- 
mately five year blip where these 
activities suddenly increase. 
Dog Waste 

Public Works Director Jim 
Sterling spoke about increasing 
the number of dog waste disposal 
stations, colloquially known as 
poop stations. The city is seeking 
grant money to increase coverage 
and to have stations with an inte- 
grated bag supply. He noted that 
the city found both regular trash 
in poop stations and poop in reg- 
ular trash cans and also pointed 
out that the Greenbelt Station 
park has multiple facilities. Pope 
was concerned by the lack of 
trash cans on the far side of the 
lake, and reminded Sterling of 
the availability of compostable 
dog poop bags. 

Davis noted that the poop 
stations installed by Greenbriar 
Phase | have worked well after 
some initial troubles, and are now 
throughout the development. She 
described how, on her way to 
the meeting, she had alertly side- 
stepped, achieving a near miss as 
she took a short cut across the 
grass by the Municipal Building. 

Jordan stated that objections 
to station siting had come from 
a member of the Park and Rec- 
reation Advisory Board and Rob- 
erts also wondered how the dog 
waste question squared with the 
master plan. Jordan replied that 
it did not. Staff was requested to 
research this question. 

Sterling also commented on 
a number of other ongoing city 
concerns. In response to a ques- 
tion from Jordan on the refur- 
bishment of the Old Greenbelt 
Theatre, he said that public works 
staff would be pulling out the 
center rows of seats in prepara- 
tion for the contractor installing 
scaffolding to reach the ceiling 
throughout the auditorium. This 
was in advance of the contractor 
starting work Monday, June 3 
for a 90-day cycle, followed by 
a second 90 days during which 
other improvements would be 
made by the city. 

Sterling analyzed the approxi- 
mately 15-hour power outage that 
struck the Roosevelt Center just 
before the Memorial Day week- 


end. The fault was pinpointed, af- 
ter approximately eight hours, to 
an underground line between the 
Municipal Building and the Youth 
Center which was affected when 
a pole-mounted device blew. The 
problem took several hours to fix 
temporarily and Pepco will be 
running a new permanent cable 
from manhole to manhole in the 
near future. 
Charging Stations 

Council approved the acquisi- 
tion of two more electric charg- 
ing stations at total cost of about 
$16k exclusively for city use 
for its three — soon to be four — 
Chevy Volts. Sterling noted that 
the city received $15k toward 
this energy efficiency — not all 
it asked for — from grants. The 
shortfall is the reason the stations 
are the less expensive and slower 
charging Level 2 versions. Public 
Works also anticipates getting re- 
bates from the Maryland Energy 
Administration and they have al- 
ready received a check from EVI 
for electricity usage sales that 
offsets the initial costs for exist- 
ing stations. Sterling said they 
are anticipating putting Level 2 
charging stations throughout the 
city. He noted that the ability 
to provide charging stations at a 
particular level was also a func- 
tion of the amperage of electric- 
ity available. The Level 3 sta- 
tions take a much higher current 
and are therefore more expensive 
to install and less easily sited. 

Roberts observed that with 
Level 2 stations in a public 
place, a car may need to stay 
overnight to charge fully, so each 
station can only serve very few 
people. Level 3 charging would 
take about 1.5 hours. There was 
some discussion why the city was 
trying to provide personal gas 
stations since the charging times 
effectively restrict use to a very 
few individuals in a day. Sites 
discussed by Sterling included 
city-owned locations like Schrom 
Hills Park and Springhill Lake 
Recreation Center. Roberts won- 
dered how many residents would 
want to leave their cars charg- 
ing there, essentially overnight 
and felt that residents should 
provide their own charging sta- 
tions. This view was echoed by 
Byrd. Despite the concerns about 
wider dissemination of charging 
Stations, the motion, which af- 
fected only the charging stations 
acquired for city vehicles, was 
passed. 

Sign Language Interpreters 

In an aside during the meet- 
ing, Davis noted that the sign 
language interpreter left at 10 
p.m., leaving the deaf community 
with no access to what is hap- 
pening after that time. Staff was 
requested to investigate having 
the interpreter remain until the 
end of the meeting and also to 
explore the possibility of closed 
captioning.

insightful article in the June 6 
issue of News Review about the 
meeting hosted by Alonzo Wash- 
ington on May 29, in Riverdale 
Park. The topic was the proposed 
transportation improvements for 
Maryland, one of which 1s the 
maglev. Most people who speak 
at meetings about the maglev are 
negative, mostly about fears of 
the technology, its uselessness to 
Greenbelters when it only travels 
between Baltimore and Washing- 
ton, and short-term inconvenience 
during the build process. Where- 
as, thinking about the potential 
long-term gains provide a more 
positive view. 

The article mentioned my 
statement about arriving home 
from Newark airport much faster 
if the maglev were operational 
now. 

This is the information that I 
presented at the meeting. 

A couple weeks ago my part- 
ner and I returned from vaca- 
tion in Europe. Our flight into 
Newark (EWR) was comfortable, 


uneventful, and on time, landing 
at 1:50 p.m. Our connecting flight 
to Washington Reagan (DCA) 
was scheduled to depart at 6:15 
p.m. and arrive at 7:45 p.m. so 
we should have been home in 
Greenbelt about 9 p.m. However, 
when we arrived at the gate at 
EWR for the flight to DCA, we 
discovered the plane was delayed 
at its source and would not leave 
EWR until 9 p.m. Later, that was 
revised to 10 p.m. then to 10:06 
p.m. It finally left EWR about 
10:20 p.m. We arrived home 
about 12:30 a.m. We had been 
awake for about 25 hours!!! And 
we were thoroughly exhausted. 

If the maglev had been opera- 
tional, with easy connection from 
the Newark airport, we could 
have been home in Greenbelt be- 
fore 6 p.m., 6.5 hours earlier than 
actual. And we would have been 
much less tired. 

The maglev train would have 
also been quieter, much more 
comfortable, unaffected by weath- 
er, and would have been much

Community Center’s Multipur- 
pose Room, $30,000 each for 
police station renovation to ac- 
commodate the animal control 
staff and a key card system that 
is expandable to other city facili- 
ties if needed in the future. 

This last item caused the 
main controversy of the eve- 
ning. Councilmember Rodney 
Roberts voted against the budget 
because he does not believe that 
the improvements to the theater 
HVAC system and roof are being 
properly done and he felt that the 
tax increase could lead to pricing 
people out of the city. The bud- 
get ordinance was approved by a 
5-1 vote with Roberts opposed. 

Evaluation 

On a 4-2 vote with Council- 
members Roberts and Colin Byrd 
opposed, council authorized the 
expenditure of up to $3,150 to 
hire a consultant to interview 
department heads and other city 
staff to conduct a performance 
review of the city manager. 
According to Fit Small Busi- 
ness “360-degree feedback, also 
known as a 360-performance re- 
view, includes feedback not only 
from the employee’s supervisor, 
but also from the employee’s 
customers, vendors, peers and/or 
direct reports.” 

The city has prices from two 
consultants, one for $3,150 and 


one for $2,250. The lower bid 
includes just the 360-degree per- 
formance review while the higher 
includes consolidating the coun- 
cilmember responses to the cur- 
rent evaluation and being present 
by phone when council holds its 
meeting with the city manager. 
The authorization leaves council 
leeway to decide whether to just 
hire a company for the 360-per- 
formance review or for the broad- 
er scope of the higher bid. 
Ethics Commission 

In its report #2019-1, the 
city’s Ethics Commission re- 
quested that it be increased to 
five members, up two from its 
current size. Robert Zugby, the 
commission chair, said that the 
increase was necessary to ensure 
that there were sufficient commis- 
sion members available to review 
cases. Council unanimously ap- 
proved the request. 

Proclamations 

Mayor Emmett Jordan pre- 
sented proclamations declaring 
the second week of June to be 
Chesapeake Bay Awareness week, 
June to be Small Cities Month 
and Friday, June 7 to be National 
Gun Violence Awareness Day in 
Greenbelt. 

Consent Agenda 

Council unanimously approved 
several items on the consent 
agenda without discussion. These 


less polluting that the connecting 
airplane. Taking an airplane flight 
is the most polluting thing a per- 
son can do, in addition to all the 
environmental degradation caused 
by the extraction and refining of 
the fuel. The maglev uses elec- 
tricity, preferably generated by 
solar, wind or other renewable 
non-polluting methods. 

Amtrak and MARC cannot 
travel nearly as fast as Maglev, 
can be affected by weather, and 
will provide a much bumpier 
ride. Amtrak only has 1 train per 
hour, at best, and takes 3 hours 
between EWR and Union Station. 
Whereas, maglev trains will run 
several times per hour and only 
take 1 hour from EWR to DC 
(even less time to BWI), giving 
us more options. 

Please build the maglev as 
quickly as you can.

faith leaders as the mayor posed 
questions to the group from an 
agenda he prepared. 

Pastor Glennyce Grindstaff of 
Greenbelt Community Church 
praised the city for its many sup- 
portive services under Greenbelt 
CARES, but questioned how the 
church can better coordinate with 
the city in not stepping on each 
other’s toes. 

Mayor Emmett Jordan replied 
that, “A big part of that is just 
communication. It’s a matter of 
us making you all aware of the 
different services we have in 
terms of counseling for crisis, 
[the] police department, public 
works.” He added that the night’s 
worksession was a great start to 
better collaboration in the future. 

An hour into the night, the 
tone turned dismal as the faith 
community weighed in on fears 
of gun violence in their places of 
worship. Councilmember Judith 
Davis asked, “Do you feel safe in 
your place of worship?” 

Not one person in the room 
could confidently answer in the 
affirmative. 

Then the voice of the sole 
practicing Hindu in the room, 
Vijay Parameshwaran, broke the 


short silence saying, “I don’t 
think anyone feels safe.” 

Chief Bowers worked his way 
toward the circle of chairs and 
delivered his speech on the im- 
portance of preparing for the 
worst now, as active shooter situ- 
ations are “no longer a question 
of if, but when.” 

He reminded the group that 
the Greenbelt police department 
has multiple training programs 
available based on the base- 
line level of preparedness for a 
requesting organization. Some 
of the faith communities have 
done little training on active 
shooter situations, while others 
like Greenbelt Baptist Church 
have walked through responsive 
actions for multiple potential 
emergency situations with their 
congregation. 

Longtime resident Bill Orleans 
then reminded those present that 
one way to prevent an act of 
terrorism in a Greenbelt place 
of worship is to be proactive in 
helping the isolated, lonely indi- 
viduals who are most at risk to 
commit these acts. 

Members of the Baha’i com- 
munity and Greenbelt Baptist 
Church agreed, both citing small
